m eat. 
A lthough 
the 
Germans

now 
considerably beyond Chilly they 
are 
still n e ar enough to keep up daily a 
terrible bom bardm ent 
and 
struggle, 
in a last desperate effort to wiu back 
the tunnel, which is now serving the 
French fully as well as 
it 
form erly 
served th e Germans. 
I was enabled to enter the 
tunnel 
.from one of the exits it had 
in 
the 
G erm an first-line positions and 
trav ­ 
erse its en tire half-mile length to the 
village of Chilly in 
the 
rear, 
con­ 
scious of u tte r-se* urity from the G er­ 
m an bom bardm ent, which never ceas­ 
ed. 
3 Stair Flights 
T he descent into the tunnel was by 
th ree su ccessive flights of stairs, for 
the Germ ans naturally figuring that 
their first-line |*osilions would sutler 
the heaviest bom bardm ent, had sunk 
the tunnel at that point to a depth of 
sixty feet. 
Here a t the bottom of the 
stairw ay and at the end of tile tunnel 
was grouped off half a dozen cham ­ 
bers with sleeping and eating facili­ 
ties for the soldiers when 
oft 
duty, 
w hen the trenches were being too vio­ 
lently bombarded to 
ram in 
above, 
and for the troops who m ight be call­ 
ed upon to defend th e tunnel in case 
the trenches above should be taken. 
Thesv rooms were now occupied by 
th e French "poilus” who had convert­ 
ed all of the arrangem ents both for 
the com fort and defense of the origin­ 
al German ow ners to th eir own use. 
Heavily Walled Up 
Entering ’he tunnel proper, I found 
it entirely walled up with heavy tim ­ 
ber, the ceiling high enough to perm it 
the troops to pass 
w ithout 
stooping 
down, and with a narrow gauge rail­ 
way running the entire length for the 
hurrying of m unitions to 
the 
front 
line trenches. 
Pipes for m echanical ventilation as 
well as electric light w ires 
ran 
the 
full length of th e tunnel. 
The plants 
at forty feet below the surface of the. 
earth, had been destroyed by the Ger­ 
m ans a t the m om ent of capture. 
Groping 
on 
through 
the 
tunnel, 
through the foul air, and lighted only 
by candles and pocket flash lights, I 
louQd the floor was* strew n with halt 
eaten loaves of black bread which the 
G erm ans had 
evidently 
flung 
fran­ 
tically down when the word was pass­ 
ed th a t the French had taken the posi­ 
tion above 
Find Debris 
P otatoes

floor of the tunnel, as w ere also in- 
num berable em pty m ineral w ater, wine 
and beer bottles w ith which the tun-
